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Request for Continued Examination 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
2/27/2008 has been entered. An action on the RCE follows: 

Claims 2, 7 and 8 are amended. Thus, claims 2, 4, 7 and 8 are pending. The 
applicant's remarks, see pages 6-8 with respect to the amendment have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the previous prior art rejection stands 
withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 2, 4, 7 and 8 are allowed. 

The closest prior art, Fujiwara et al. (US 7,035,774) disclose a handling method is 
made from the portable terminal via the communication network by means of automatic 
or manual selection mode. The reply acquiring unit 1 13 of the portable terminal 1 
acquires the handling information 523 thus prepared by the information terminal 33, via 
the communication network 32. The handling information 523 is sent from a plurality of 
targets of inquiry in some cases, and transmission of a plurality pieces of handling 
information 523 comes from one target of inquiry in other cases. Hence, the portable 
terminal 1 may acquire more than one piece of handling information. The handling 
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information thus fed to the portable terminal 1 is sent to the handling unit 115, column 
10, lines 10-64. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect 
to the independent claims 2, 7 and 8, the prior art of record does not fairly teach the 
claimed "a mode switching unit that switches a split display mode to and from a 
sequential display mode, so that, in the split display mode, the image displaying unit 
displays images based on individual image data on divided sections of one screen, and in 
the sequential display mode, the image displaying unit displays one image based on the 
individual image data on a full screen, wherein the image data acquisition controlling 
unit controls, in the sequential display mode, the communication unit at the display 
device side in such a way that the image data acquisition controlling unit designates a 
specific terminal as the relevant terminal until the transmission terminal is switched and 
continues to acquire image data, and the image data acquisition controlling unit sends to 
the terminals, other than the relevant terminal, a request to suspend transmission, requests 
the relevant terminal for transmission of image data for one image or continuous 
transmission of image data until an instruction to switch the source of image transmission 
is issued, so that while the image based on the image data output from the relevant 
terminal is being displayed, the other terminals do not output image data, and thereafter 
requests the switched terminal to transmit image data" along with the other claimed 
limitations. These distinct features have been added to the independent claims 2, 7 and 8 
and render allowable.
